PARIS KEPT UP HOPE:AS. 
GERMANS DREW CLOSE 


Paris.—Paris is showing its remark- 
;able adaptability to circumstances. 

Military secrets are being so well 
guarded that all reference to them is 
blargely speculation; but it is a reas- 
onable supposition that General Joffre 
prefers to accept a decisive battle 
against the Germans in front of the 
forts and the entrenched camp at 
Paris. 

The Temps printed another article 
in which it predicted final success for 
the allies. The newspaper’s reasons 
for its optimism are contained in the 
following resume of the situation as 
the Temps sees it: 

Diminution of pressure by the 
enemy on the extreme left of the 
allies line, absolute inactivity in 
the center and the progress of the 
French troops in Lorraine and on the 
right bank of the canal which passes 
a few miles north of Luneville, in the 
Department of Murthe and Moselle. 


These circumstances are taken by the 
Temps as evidence that the enemy 


has been hard hit and is suffering 
from losses in men and in lack of sup- 
plies. 

One of three German aeroplanes 
which attacked Paris Wednesday 
night was brought down later by a 
French shot near Compiegne and two 
officers in-the machine were killed by 
their fall, it was officially announced 
here. 


AVIATORS BATTLE OVER 
HEADS OF PARSIANS 


Paris.—A fight in the air over Paris 
took place. Three German aeroplanes 
hovered over the capital, and immed- 
iately two French machines were sent 
up to engage them. 

Meanwhile rifles and machine guns 
mounted on public buildings kept up 
a constant fire. By this means one of 
the German machines became sgep- 
arated from the others, and the 
French aviators flew swiftly in its 
direction. The German opened fire, 
to which the Frenchmen replied vigor- 
ously. 

The engagement seemed to turn to 
the disadvantage of the German, who 
mounted speedily to a higher level, 
and, holding this position, was saved 
from further attack. He finally dis- 
appeared in a northwest direction 
over Fort Romainville, after a vain 
pursuit. 

The other German aeroplanes also 
escaped the fire of the guns, and, after 
circling about for a considerable time, 
disappeared from view.

Believes Zeppelins Futile 


London.—The Antwerp correspond- 
ent of the Central News describes the 
second aerial raid on Antwerp by a 
German Zeppelin, which he said oc- 
curred just before dawn. 

The bombardment, he explained, de- 
monstrated from a military point of 
view the futility of the Germans’ ef- 
forts to do any damage of importance, 
His description of the aerial bombard- 
ment follows: ; 

“I was awakened by a rattle of rifle 
fire and the crash of exploding bombs. 
I was just in time to see the airship 
disappearing seuthward at a tremen 
dous height. There was an incessant 
rattle of shots from rifles and ma- 
chine guns from the darkened town, 
and shrapnel could be seen explod- 
ing like meteorites in the trail of the 
flying marauder. All around from 
points of vantage on the high build- 
ings spurts of flames indicated the 
efforts of the fires to bring down the 
hated Zeppelin.” 


6,000 RUSSIANS 60

London.— Reports reach London 
from Liverpool that England has 
placed more than 80,000 Russian 
troops in France by means of trans- 
ports sent north of the Scandinavian 
peninsula to Finland, where the Cos- 
sacks embarked and were safely land- 
ed at French ports.

lesias Calderon, the Mexican historian, 
who is closely connected with Presi- 
dent Carranza. 

The government issued a decree 
prohibiting the confiscation of prop- 
erty by army officers without a sifned 
order from General Carranza. The 
decree also prohibits military arrests 
on a mere accusation, two accusers 
being required... These accusers must 
prove their charges against a person 
within seventy-two hours or suffer the 
penalty which would result were the 
accused proved guilty. The decree Is 
considered necessary to prevent 
scores of innocent persons being im- 
prisoned and reckless confiscation of 
property. 

Jose Espinoza Cuevas, former gov- 
ernor of the state of San Luis Potosi, 
who was reported to have been ex- 
ecuted, has taken refuge in the Amer- 
ican consulate at San Luis Potosi. His 
escape from death was due to the in- 
tercession of the Brazilian and British 
ministers.

George Kodani, Confessed Mur- 
derer, Has Day in Court 


Monterey.—Crowds of the morbidly 
curious flocked to the City Hall to be 
present-at the preliminary. hearing. of 
George Kodani, the Japanese who has 
confessed to the killing of Miss Hel- 
ena Wood Smith, the Carmel artist. 
Policemen, laborers, Japanese mem- 
bers of the Carmel artist colony, many 
young girls and outside visitors work- 
ed their way into the building in a 
frantic endeavor to get a glimpse of 
the Oriental who has brought upon 
himself and the Monterey peninsula 
so much notoriety. |

Washington—Cardinal Della Chiesa, 
elected Pope in Rome, was born in 
Pedli, Italy, in 1854. He was ordained 
as a priest in 1878 and went to Madrid 
as secretary of the nunciature in 1883, 
remaining there until 1887. 

When he returned to Rome, Del- 
la Chiesa acted as a minor official 
in the papal Secretary of State’s of- 
fice until 1901, when Cardinal Ram- 
polla, the late Pope Leo’s Secretary 
of State, promoted him to the first-as- 
sistant secretaryship of state. 

In 1997 Cardinal Della Chiesa 
was made Archbishop of Bologne, 
where he remained until last May, 
when he was made a cardinal at the 
last consistory.

OL OPERATORS WIN 
OVER GOVERNMENT 


Federal Judge Dooling Refuses 
to Appoint a Receiver in 
$10,000,000 Suit 


The United States Government’s 
campaign to acquire possession of 
California oil lands that have been 
developed by private individuals and 
companies for years was given a 
severe jolt by Federal Judge Dooling, 
acting as Judge for the southern dis- 
trict of California. 

Although not called upon to pass on 
the merits of the case, Judge Dooling, 
in,denying the application of the Gov- 
ernment for the appointment of a re- 
ceiver in its suit against the Obispo 
Oil Company and others interested in 
160 acres in the Maricopa district, in 
Kern county, tacitly said there was no 
virtue in the contention that there 
was fraud in obtaining title to the 
property. The suit was brought to 
quiet title to property valued at $10,- 
000,000. 


On hearing of the decision of the 
Federal jurist, local oil men declared 
that it was the third recent indication 
that the attempt of the National Gov- 
ernment to get the oil lands was 
doomed to failure. — 


WILL END LABOR WAR 


Industrial CommissionChairman 
States His Coftclusions 


San Francisco. — Intelligent under- 
standing, justice and lJove,..will alone. 
end the conflict between capital and 
labor, according to Frank P, Walsh 
of Kansas City, chairman of the Unit- 
ed States Commission on Industrial 
Relations. Walsh made this state- 
ment while addressing the Common- 
wealth Club at a dinner at the St 
Francis in honor of the commission: 

Others speakers were John A. Brit- 
ton, president of the Pacific Gas and 
Electric Company; Paul Scharrenberg, 
secretary of the.State Federation of 
Labor, and Dean, David P. Barrows of 
the University of California. Harris 
Weinstock, a member of the Industrial 
Relations Commission, was chairman. 

Walsh reviewed the testimony of 
trade unionists before the commission, 
showing how organization of the 
workers has vastly improved their 
condition. 

“The unions are charged with hav- 
ing demagogic and corrupt leaders,” 
said Walsh. “Their answer to that 
before the commission is that it is 
labor's misfortune and 
ness, and they point to the weak- 
nesses and frailties of other organ- 
izations of men. When they are ac- 
cused of violence, they point to the 
bribery of legislators by their oppon- 
ents. So we get nowhere by accusa- 
tions of that sort.” 

Walsh predicted a future civiliza- 
tion founded on brotherhood, with a 
government so light as scarcely to be 
noticed.
